A nation cannot be saved from death whose indi¬ 
vidual citizens lack the virtue to make these sacri¬ 
fices. Unwilling to ask of my fellow-citizens sacrifices 
1 bad not the resolution to make myself, I determined 
to wait until I should be called upon to make them. 

I said, I give up myself, my family, my friends, my 
party, all that I have laid up of character in the past, 
all the interests that I now possess, and all the future 
that I had thought was in store for me. I take for 
my associate and leader the first brave and disinte¬ 
rested man who leads the way, and I follow his 
guidance and share his fortunes.

THE CON WA T-MMSON CORRESPONDENCE. 

[Wm. Lloyd Garrison, upon taking the chair at the

read a letter which has been received from 
Hon. Henry Wilson, in answer to one inviting him 
to be present at this meeting. 

Washinoton, July 1st, 1863. I 
Dear Sir : I had hoped to be able to accept your kind I 
[invitation to be with the friends of the slave at Framing-1 
ham on the 4th, hut I feel it to be my duty to stay here 
during these hours of trial. 

I hope nothing will be said at your meeting to commit 
any anti-slavery man to the foolish, and I think wicked 
proposition made by Mr. Conway in England. I hope Mr. 
Conway speaks for no one but himself. Patriotism and 
* berty are now inseparable words, and I hope every anti-1 
ivery man in America will stand by our country, and our 
liole country. Crash the rebellion and its cause with the 
>n hand of war! should be on the tongue and in the heart 
every anti-slavery man in our couutry. 

Yours, truly, H. Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson’s reference to Mr. Conway is, I sup¬ 
pose, understood by nearly every one in this assem¬ 
bly. He hopes that no anti-slavery man endorses 
what Mr. Conway has undertaken to perform in 
England. I will read what Mr. Conway proposed to 
the Confederate envoy in London, Mr. Mason, for the 
information of some who may not have seen the cor- 
londence. 

enator Wilson expresses the hope that no anti¬ 
slavery man in America will endprse this overture 
on the part of Mr. Conway. For one, I have simply 
to say, that I know of no anti-slavery man in America 
who is disposed to endorse it (applause). I know of 
no man calling himself an Abolitionist who does not 
utterly eschew it as absurd, visionary, unneces¬ 
sary, unwarrantable. We are for the government 
(great applause), because the government is in the 
right as against the rebellion, and we are not dis¬ 
posed to interfere to give a triumph to the wrong side, 
even for so good a purpose as that of abolishing 
slavery; for Abolitionists are incapable of doing a 
dishonorable act, even to forward the anti-slavery 
cause, to any extent (applause). We are, therefore, 
with the government, and hold that the government 
cannot, on its own plane of action, do otherwise than 
carry on the war until the rebellion be utterly put 
down; and we maintain, that in putting down the 
rebellion, it has become the right as well as the duty 
of the government to put an end to slavery every¬ 
where in our land (loud applause). And so, espe¬ 
cially in regard to the Confederacy, the proposition 
of Mr. Conway is simply absurd. He asks Mr. 
Mason to say whether he cannot get the Confederate 
powers to agree to abolish slavery in rebeldom. 
Why, slavery is already abolished in rebeldom by 
the fiat of Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States! (Prolonged applause.) There is no need of 
going to the author of the Fugitive Slave law to 
make any inquiry on that subject. 

You observe that our friend Conway assumes that 
he was empowered to make this overture. This is a 
very grave matter. I am very sorry that he was led, 
by auy consideration, to make that statement, be¬ 
cause he has no authority from anybody on this side 
of the Attantic to make it. But let me say, I am 
satisfied he did not mean to utter an untruth in this 
matter, because I know that he wrote privately, some 
i days or a fortnight ago, to this country, informa- 
n to this effect: “ I have sent the following letter 
Mr. Mason. Of course, he will reject the offer. 
My object is to make him show his hitad, and con¬ 
vince the people of England that tbe Confederacy is 
expressly and solely to perpetuate slavery, and thus 
to cover him with confusion of face ; and I want you 
to send over by the next steamer an endorsement of 
what I have done.” This shows that he was inge¬ 
nuous in his own mind about it; that he, by some 
strange infatuation, supposed that he really would 
get an endorsement, and therefore felt justified in 
saying, in advance, that he had got it. His object 
was to expose Mr. Mason and the Southern Confed¬ 
eracy ; and he has simply nw.de a very great blun¬ 
der, and, instead of placing Mr. Mason on his back, 
he has put himself on his hack. We all regret it 
very much. 

[At a subsequent period of the meeting tlie subject was 
again brought under notice. We quote.from tbe report:] 
Samuel May; Jr., of Leicester, said—Mr. President, 
I feel it my duty to call the attention of this assem¬ 
bly again to the matter of our friend Conway, and 
his letters to the rebel envoy Mason. I say 
\friend Conway, for he ia our friend, and the 
friend of the anti-slavery cause, having given such 
proof of his friendship to it as is in the power of very 
tew of us to give. But I lack words to express my 
astonishment, that any anti-slavery American, in 
England or elsewhere, should allow himself to have 
any communication, much more seek any negotiation, 
with James M. Mason of Virginia, on any subject 
whatever. But when, besides that, he undertakes to 
commit the anti-slavery people of this country, or 
any portion of them, to a responsibility for bis own 
extraordinary action, I cannot, for one, sir,be silent; 
I must make my idiguant protest. And, therefore, 
though it is as painful a duty as ever 1 undertook, I 
' it to be my duty to offer here, in the first gather- 
o of Now England Abolitionists since the know¬ 
ledge of Mr. Conway’s correspondence reached the 
country, some resolutions, and ask action thereupon, 
that; it may be seen whether, and liow far, we can be 
held to approve Mr. Conway’s course in this matter. 
Sir, it seems to me a shame, be tbe motive 
might, that any loyal American, or any tr 
slavery man, should descend to treat or confer with 
any representative of the slaveholder’s rebellion.

women, gathered from every part of New England, repu¬ 
diates the act of Mr. M. D. Conway, in seeking any negotia¬ 
tion with James M, Mason, of Virginia, father oi tbe 
Fugitive Slave law, and now agent in England of slavery 
and tlie rebellion ; and we declare that in this whole map 
ter he entirely misunderstands and misrepresents the aim- 
slavery people and sentiment of America. 

Resolved, That neither as Americans nor as Abolitionists, 
in both which characters we stand openly before the worm 
without compromise or concealment of auy principle or 
purpose we will never consent that Peace shall be asked 
of Jefferson Davis, or of any of his slave-breeding associates; 
and we earnestly hope our government will never atep te 
treat with them in any other character than that of rebels, 
traitors, and murderers. 

A vote being called for, the President put the same, 
and a loud and universal aye was given to the re¬ 
solutions. Tbe noes being called, not a solitary voice 
in the great multitude present was raised against

| SPEECH BY THE PRESIDENT. . 

[When the news of tlie surrender of Vicksburg reached 
Washington, a procession, with hands of music, proceeded 
to the Executive mansion. The crowd soon became im¬ 
mense, and there were, in addition to the patriotic stralffi 
of music, repeated cheers for the President, Meade, Grant 
and Rosecrans. The President appeared at an upper win¬ 
dow, and spoke, in substance, as follows:] 

Fellow-Citizens : I am very glad indeed to see 
you to-night, and yet I will not say I thank you for 
this call, but I do most sincerely thank Almighty 
God for the occasion on which you liHjye called 
[cheers). How jBfif agb Ts it—eighty ofid years— 
since, on the Fourth of July, for the first time in the 
history of the world, a nation by its representatives 
assembled and declared as a self-evident truth that 
“ all men are created equal ” (cheers). That was the 
birthday of the United States of America. Since 
then the Fourth of July has had several peculiar 
recognitions. The two most distinguished men in 
the framing and support of the Declaration were 
Thomas Jefferson and John Adams—the one having 
penned it and the other sustained it the most forcibly 
in debate. They were the only two of the fifty-five 
who sustained it that were afterwards elected Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. Precisely fifty years after 
they put their hands to the paper it pleased Almighty 
God to take both from the stage of action. This was 
indeed an extraordinary and remarkable event in 
our history. Another ex-President, five years after, 
was called from this Stage of existence on the same 
day and month of the year ; and how, on this last 
Fourth of July just passed, when we have a gigantic 
rebellion, at the bottom of which is an effort to over¬ 
throw the principle that all men were created equal, 
we have the surrender of a most powerful position 
and army on that very day (cheers), and not only 
so, but in a succession of battles in Pennsylvania, 
near to us, through three days, so rapidly fought that 
they might be called the great battle on the 1st, 2d 
and 3d of the month of July; and on the 4th the 
cohorts of those who opposed the declaration that 
all men are created equal “ turned tail ” and run 
(long and continued cheers). Gentlemen, this is a 
glorious theme, and the occasion for a speech, but I 
am not prepared to make one worthy of the occa¬ 
sion. I would like to speak in terms of praise due 
to the many brave officers and soldiers who have 
fought in the cause of the Union and liberties of the 
country from the beginning of the war. There are 
trying occasions, not only in success, but for the 
' of success. I dislike to mention the name of 

_.ingle officer lest I might do wrong to those I 

might forget. R-ecent events bring up glorious 
names, and particularly prominent ones, but these I 
will not mention. Having said this much I will 
take the music.

NEGROES AND THE HOMESTER LAW. 

Among other practical good results of the opinion 
of Attorney-General Bates affirming the citizenship 
of American negroes, their rights to settle and 
acquire title to land, under the preemption laws or 
under the Homestead Law, have been, at least for 
the present, established. Indeed, assuming that opin¬ 
ion to be law, or to state the law for the direction of J 
affairs under the Administration to which Mr. 
Bates is legal adviser, no other decision could be 
made. Whether other cases have arisen, and dcci- 
been announced, we are not informed ; but one 
has been recently published in California, noteworthy 
as among the earliest, if not the first. Here are the 
facts, as we gather them from the official correspon¬ 
dence, published in the The Sacramento Union : 

Benjamin Berry, a negro, was originally a slave, 
born in Kentucky, and brought to California in or 
aborft’1850, by ft Missouri master to whom lie bad 
been sold. He purchased his freedom by services of 
which the equivalent was reckoned at three thousand 
dollars. Thereafter he settled on a quarter section 
of public land, erected improvements, and continued, 
down to early in the present year, to reside on the 
place as an Actual and bona fide settler. He is sixty- 
seven years old, and, within the last three years, 
married. It appears from tbe records of the Land 
Office that his settlement was long prior to the sur¬ 
vey, and that the land was unoccupied. Since his 
settlement certain persons, endeavoring to take ad¬ 
vantage of his supposed legal incapacity to acquire a 
title or preemption right—which, under the Dred Scott 
decision, he certainly could not—attempted to get pos¬ 
session of the land under a grant from the State, and 
threatened him with an action of ejectment in the 
State courts. 

There could hardly have been a better case for the 
application of Mr. Chief Justice Taney’s amiable pre¬ 
cept that a negro has no right which a white man is 
bound to respect. Berry was not merely a negro, but 
he had had the presumption to buy himself for three 
thousand dollars, and having thus become a free 
negro, proceeded to disregard all conservative max¬ 
ims and outrage conservative sentiment by showing 
himself neither idle nor dissolute, but able and 
willing to work, to occupy land as white men do, to 
cultivate it industriously, and to build himself a 
house thereupon. Notwithstanding all which, and 
apparently regardless of the irritation which such 
a proceeding cannot fail to create in Conservative 
breasts, Mr. A. J. Snyder, Register of the United 
States Land Office, Marysville,"California, on being 
made aware of the facts, referred his case, with a 
request for the protection of Berry, to the Land Com¬ 
missioner having jurisdiction in the matter. The act¬ 
ing Commissioner, Mr. Joseph S. Wilson, replied 
promptly that the Attorney-General of the United 
States had declared freemen of color, if born in the 
United States, citizens of the United States, and pro¬ 
ceeded to say: The administration of the business of 
this Department will conform to the above opinion, 
and you will therefore have no difficulty in disposing j 
of the case in hand. The man Berry, upon making 
proper proof of his being a free man, and born in 
the United States, will be entitled to the benefit of 
the preemption laws, as also of the Homestead law.

It is somewhat paradoxical, but strictly true, not- 1 
withstanding, that the greatest disadvantage of the J 
is the prosperity of the country.

ItB that, in the main, the industry at. the North I 
m ry flourishing. The farms teem, the workshops 
and the factories whir, and the bustle of trade fills I 
I the streets. Labor was never in greater demand, or 
more largely paid. The industry of the country has I 
recovered from tbe terrible shock given it by the first I 
loutbreak of the war; it has adapted itself to the new 1 
condition of things, and in new channels is putting 
|forth its energies with an activity, and with a suc¬ 
cess, seldom if ever surpassed before. Taking all 
classes of society into account, it may with very lit-1 
tie risk, be averred that in no year in the history of I 
the country has there been so little destitution and 
so much physical comfort throughout the North, as 
has prevailed thus far in this third year of the war. 

Of course this prosperityJs pleasant to think of in 
itself, but its bearing upon the fortune of the war is 
by no means so satisfactory. There can be no doubt 
that it has operated very much to divert the public 
mind from the dreadful dangers of the country. 
People, almost insensibly to themselves, have eoine to 
feel that the war was no great misfortune, after all, 
and that it don’t matter much whether it is soon 
ended or not. They have noticed that it did not 
seem to be conducted with much discretion, but have 
taken this very little to heart. It was simply a good 
subject to growl over when one happened to be in a 
growling humor. The general disposition has been 
to assume that it would all come out right in the 
end, and to take up with the philosophy that, “ the less 
said, the sooner mended.” The prime object of at¬ 
tention has been the day’s private business—the war 
being simply a matter of incidental interest. 

The extent to which the Northern mind has lapsed 
into this easy confidence was signally illustrated by 
the manner in which Lee’s irruption into Pennsylva¬ 
nia was first met in that State. The inhabitants in 
both country and town were at first at an utter loss 
what to make of it. For days after the advance 
had passed the border, they remained incredulous 
that anything serious could be designed ; and their | 
chief solicitude was to get their horses and pigs out 
of the reach of chance stragglers. The idea of rally¬ 
ing to drive back a hostile invader never occurred 
them.

The very 
fact that the war ,entailed so much hardship upon 
them made them only the more impatient to drive it 
to its end as soon as possible. The common Butter¬ 
ing only intensified tbe common sympathy, aud fused 
all selfish feeling into the fiercest devotion to the 
common cause. This effect has been manifested m 
their army, as well as out of it.

LETTER FROM PROF. TAYLER LEWIS. 

Editor of Christian Intelligencer : 

Permit me to use a small space in your columns 
for the statement of a grievance which, although of 
a private character, has some connection with a ques¬ 
tion of great public interest. A number of years 
ago, I wrote something which had a pro-slavery ten¬ 
dency. Heaven forgive a sin of which I most deeply 
repeat. As one of the consequences, however, I am 
punished by having often sent to me pro-slavery 
tracts and pamphlets, with tbe expectation, probably 
of their receiving a friendly notice. Among others 
this kind, I have lately received one entitled, “ „ 
Letter from an Elder in an Old School Presbyterian 
Church to his Son at College." My own mistakes, and 
false reasonings, and wrong feelings ought to teach, 
and have taught me charity for the errors of others ; 
but this pamphlet I cannot stand. Its reasonings 
and its Bibilical exegesis are beneath contempt; its 
spirit is utterly unchristian and intolerable. I have 
laid it away among the curious things of my pam¬ 
phlet library, after having written upon the title-page. 


THE FATAL ERROR OF THE WAR. 

[Extract from Gen. Cochrane’s Speedi at Rutland, Vt., 
July 4th:] 

The fatal error of the war has be<p its continual 
temporization with the policy of war, its constant 
tendency to a great peace establishment. The clamor 
of tfie wrangler!; has risen above the clangor of arms, 
and an intrigue of the Cabinet engaged attention 
closely than a campaign in the field. To strug¬ 
gle, seems to have been supposed to be the utmost 
attainable, and to conquer appears to have been 
nebulous and partiiftly-defined idea of the 
future. The great rebellion raging before us, and 
threatening to engulf liberty, law, and institutions, 
has been contemplated with a philosophical interest 
truly, but with no apparent view to the employment 
of means adequate to its suppression. The volcano 
has been pelted with pebble stones, and our rulers 
have expected that the eruption would subside. Let 
them have done with this folly. Let them, though 
at the latest, address themselves to the policy of vic¬ 
tory—multiply men, increase armies, employ generals, 
all according to their value in war for the 
purposes of victory, and not as the exponents of ideas 
without value, and the representatives of mere politi¬ 
cal opinions. For two years the complexional 
difference between soldiers was allowed to impede 
■ictory, and that when applied to the very class on 
vhich the rebellion depends for subsistence. The 
world knows that one million seven hundred thou¬ 
sand black warriors are held in servile bondage in 
the Southern revolted States, exceeding by four 
hundred thousand their one million three hundred 
thousand white men between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five. And the world knows, too, that the 
organization of these one million seven hundred 
thousand black slaves alone into fighting armies 
would, at the period of its accomplishment, have at 
any time, resolved the question of the war. Let ns 
hope that the recognition of this truth, though tardy, 
will conduct the country towards the hoped-for suc¬ 
cess. Nor should discouragement be suffered to 
infuse doubt of the result. They who anticipated a 
speedy and triumphant termination of this bloodiest 
of all wars, knew but little of human endurance. 
The-wars in which millions engage are not wars of 
a day. They involve interests so vast, and invoke 
forces so colossal, that long periods of time are fre¬ 
quently necessary to awaken the interest and to 
apply tbe force. We derive the science of war from 
Europe. Let us also study its practice upon that 

ist theatre. Reviewing, then, all of which record 

made, not one which involved interests of magni¬ 
tude can be compressed within seven years. The 
theses of Luther lighted a conflagration which raged 
during the thirty years’ war. And yet the armies 
engaged and the resources of the belligerents were 
vastly inferior to ours, while the interests involved 
were hardly more vital; and the martial skill of the 
combatants, at the least, was llot less COnspiCUOUS. 
Doubtless there are many vicissitudes yet to be 
endured. The devastating march may waste our 
fields and invade our homes; but to falter then would 
be recreancy, as to falter now would be disgrace. 
There is nothing, therefore, in the protraction of the 
war that is not predicable of all wars, and there can 
be nothing in domestic invasion but, I hope, an 
incentive to greater earnestness. The theme in con¬ 
troversy, fellow-citizens, and now debated on the 
fields of war, is the mightiest that can claim the 
attention of man. It is not simply whether a portion 
of the constituent essence of a representative govern¬ 
ment shall be permitted to withdraw. It is more 
than this. It is whether a government charged with 
the destinies of a race, the custodian of a high civili¬ 
zation, and the only implement for subjecting a 
continent to the arts of peace, the lights of science 
and the ameliorating influences of Christian culture, 
shall be broken into fragments and wrecked. And 
e participants in this fiery discussion—actors 
upon a stage where the history of the coming years 
is in rehearsal. Great are our responsibilities, and 
fearful our obligations. 

The inheritance of the right of self-government *was 
safely transmitted to us by our fathers. The respon¬ 
sibility of preserving the trust in our generation, and 
the obligation of its secure descent to our children, 
rest heavily upon us. Let us all so act in the issue 
before us, that each will be cheered at the last with 
the consciousness of a high duty discharged, and the 
God of nations will not fail to determine that issue 
aright. 


professed to represent and serve, so glaringly as to 
evermore deprive them of public confidence—another 
relief; and a yet more important result, it has de¬ 
monstrated the power of the radical anti-slavery 
sentiment of Missouri, for in twelve months’ time it 
has been able to drive the most intensely pro-slavery 
body ever assembled' in the State from the boldest 
avowal of contempt for emancipation, into the pro¬ 
fession of passing an Emancipation act. 

But what of the so-called Emancipation act—the 
product of its last aceouebment, and in whose birth 
the Convention has timely died ? That it is a cheat 
might be inferred from the fact that the Convention 
itself in its last session was a fraud upon the people 
of Missouri. It was not called together for the pur¬ 
pose of honestly representing their views, for that it 
was weli known it would not do. It was designed 
to practice a deception, and in its production has 
answered the desired end. We say the Ordinance 
is a cheat, and was so intended by its authors. It is 
not designed to operate as an act of emancipation. 
It does not free a slave. It was never intended to 
free one. It is thrown up merely as a breakwater 
to the accumulating Free Soil sentiment of the State. 
Of these facts we need no other evidence than the 
provisions of the Ordinance itself. 

The first evidence of chicanery which will strike 
the reader is the remarkable, almost ludicrous, be¬ 
cause perfectly transparent, attempt at deception 
practiced in the statement of the time when the act is 
to become operative. It says slavery shall cease to 
exist on the 4th day of July, 1870, “ and all slaves 
within tbe State at that day are hereby declared to 
be free : Provided ,”—but provided what ? That no 
man on that day does become free. The language is :

EMANCIPATION IN MISSOURI. 

THE ORDINANCE DENOUNCED AS A CHEAT. 

St. Louis, July 10. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting was held at the 
Court-House last night, which was participated in by 
those opposed to the late State Convention in adopt¬ 
ing the present system of emancipation, in- declaring 
slave property free from taxation, in denying the 
people the privilege of voting to elect their own rul¬ 
ers, and refusing the people the privilege of voting 
on the Ordinance of Emancipation. Mayor Filley 
presided, and Charles D. Dickey, Henry J. Blow, C. 
R. Johnson, B. Gratz Brown and others spoke. 
Resolutions were adopted setting forth:

.. as arbitrary, tyrannical, and in opposition to the plainest 
principles of republican government, proving that the body 
from which it emanated to lie unworthy of the respect and

4th day of July, 1876. The persons, ortheir legal represenia- 
tives who, up to the moment of emancipation, were the 
owners of the slaves thereby freed, shall, during the period 
for which the services of such freed men are reserved to 
them, have the same authority and control over the said 
freed men, for the purpose of receiving the possessions and 
services of the same that are now held absolutely by the mas¬ 
ter in respect of his slave.” 

Here, then, we have it provided that men who are 
declared free shall remain slaves—no servants, for 
the purpose of having their possessions and services 
subject to “ authority and control ” of others, the • 
same as now held “ absolutely by the master in re¬ 
spect to his slave ” for life. The process of emancipa¬ 
tion consists in a change of name, not of condition, 
and this is the subterfuge which the Convention 
would palm off on the people of Missouri as an act 
of deliverance from slavery.- Was the Convention 
itself laboring under dementia, or did it suppose it 
was legislating for a community of idiots, that it 
could be thus deceived ? Its Ordinance professes to 
terminate slavery at a time when no man becomes 
free. Honest men can only look upon this playiva 
upon words as the silliest of tricks, and brand the 
whole thing with the most ineffable contempt. If the 
Convention was opposed to emancipation, as we all 
know it was, why did it not have the manliness to 
? But no, it knew tbe sentiment of the State 
i resolutely determined upon the end of slavery, 
that in that case the people would call together 
another Convention, honestly representing their feel¬ 
ings, and make a final end of it; and hence, to pre¬ 
vent that result, it hit upon the expedient of seeming 
to yield something to their wishes, while in fact it 
intended to give nothing. 

To keep up this appearance it professes to give 
liberty to certain parties in 1876, and from that time 
on until 1881. It will thus be seen that the proposi¬ 
tion adopted is less liberal than the original report 
of the Committee of nine, which proposed to give 
absolute freedom to all slaves in 1876. The Ordi¬ 
nance adopted gives freedom to no one before 1876 
—thirteen years hence,, and from thence protracts 
slavery indefinitely. 

The people of Missouri must not be deceived, how- 
rer, into the belief that it was the intention of the 
invention that any man should receive his freedom 

_ 1876, by reason of its act, for suqli assuredly was 

not the case. The pitiful attempt at deception prac¬ 
ticed in tbe phraseology of the Ordinance, which we 
have exposed, discloses the true spirit which gov¬ 
erned it. It was sincere in nothing except its de- 
to perpetuate slavery. In its labors it had 
nothing else in view. For that very end its Ordi¬ 
nance is skillfully framed. The design is not diffi¬ 
cult of penetration. By its seeming concession to the 
anti-slavery sentiment of the State, it hopes to allay 
it—satisfy it—subdue it—destroy it. This enemy re¬ 
moved, the Slave Power would have thirteen years in 
which to labor for the overthrow of the Ordinance. 
Half of that time will be sufficient for the purpose, 
should the anti-slavery men of Missouri submit to 
this mock act of emancipation. They would thus be¬ 
come disorganized and powerless, while the pro¬ 
slavery party would be constantly on the watch for 
its opportunity. It is expected to be largely in¬ 
creased as soon as the war is over, by the return of 
its friends now in the rebel army, and the removal 
of the disqualification preventing the rebels and- rebel 
sympathizers now at home from voting. The desire 
for peace, wfiioh now is a powerful incentive with 
many in favor of emancipation, will then be removed, 
and the sentiment for freedom in the State will be 
expected to languish. If the anti-slavery men of 
Missouri surrender the contest here, we have little 
doubt of the success of the scheme. 

But if the plan we have described fails, slave¬ 
ry will have another and surer chance for its 
life. The power of the Convention to pass the Ordi¬ 
nance is doubted by many on both sides of the ques¬ 
tion, including some of the best legal minds in the 
State. It was elected under an act of the Legisla¬ 
ture which defined the purpose for which it was 
called, namely, to consider the relations existing be¬ 
tween the State and the Federal Union, and with no 
reference to slavery or emancipation. The Ordi¬ 
nance is not to be submitted to the people to receive 
their ratification. It is something which is surrepti¬ 
tiously cast upon the State, without the popular 
sanction, either express or implied. We do not our¬ 
selves believe that legally it is worth the paper on 
which it is written. And the slave-owners of Mis¬ 
souri who wish to retain their slave property, not 
one of them will pay it a particle of respect. The 
pro-slavery party will never concede it the char¬ 
acter and weight of law. Now, before 1876 it would 
be strange indeed, if in all the mutations of party 
politics the pro-slavery party in Missouri did not 
once succeed in acquiring power and controlling the 
Supreme Court of tbe State. As soon as this occurs 
the Ordinance is pronounced null and void, and 
slavery is restored to its original status. We need 
but the history of the Dred Scott case to teach us 
this. 

These considerations teach us how utterly worth¬ 
less this Ordinance as an Emancipation act is. There 
is, however, another view to be taken of it—as an 
Ordinance to insure and perpetuate slavery in Mis¬ 
souri. We have shown how it is designed to defeat 
emancipation indirectly—let us now consider how it 
is calculated to aid and strengthen slavery directly. 
This we regard as its real purpose. It sets no slave 
free, as we have shown, which is good evidence that
